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Academic Senate votes to extend special 


admission priority to draft resisters

A resolution calling on the college to 
extend special admission priority to draft 
resisters if the same advantage is given 
to veterans was passed by a 31 to 8 roll 
call vote at the Wednesday meeting of 
the Sacramento State College Academic 
Senate. The admission priority would 
apply to conscientious objectors, those 
who were ordered to perform alternate 
duties in lieu of the draft, and those who 
served prison terms for refusing the 
draft. 

A statement in support of the measure 
by Clyde Enroth, Professor of English, 
asked that the resolution be passed in 
recognition of the problems of those who 
““find the draft system morally objection - 
able and must refuse to participate in 
:

Enroth’s statement asked that ‘‘the 
high price’ those who refuse the draft 
pay be ‘‘honored’’ by granting them prior- 
ity admission to SSC. The supporting 
statement also made a distinction be- 
tween the question of granting draft re- 
sisters and conscientious objectors this 
priority and ‘‘voting on whether the Viet- 
nam war is in the national interest or 
whether the present Selective Service 
System is appropriate to a democracy.’’ 


Most of the debate on the measure was 
limited to the question of whether the 
Academic Senate should vote on the 
measure or pass the question on to the 
faculty for a referendum. After some 
references to previous occasions when 
the Senate had passed controversial 
measures, the Senate decided to vote on 
the issue rather than place it before the 
faculi’. 


Black-Clemons 


meeting postponed 


The meeting between SSC football coach 
Ray Clemons and Willis Black, chairman 
of the committee that recommended his 
ouster, has been postponed, Black 
requested the meeting on Monday. 


It was originally expected that Black 
and Clemons, along with the entire football 
coaching staff and the football team would 
meet on Wednesday to discuss the con- 
troversy that has arisen since the com- 
mittee recommendation that Clemons and 
Jack Heron, SSC basketball coach, be 
removed to non-coaching positions. 


However, Clemons notified Black on 
Tuesday that because of difficulty in 
assembling all of the members of the 
football team for the meeting in such a 
short length of time, the meeting would 


have to be postponed, 


The meeting will take place at a 
later date, but the memo from Clemons 
to Black announcing the postponement 
did not specify any exact date for the 
meeting. 


In a related development, the com- 
mittee which is collecting signatures in 
support of the two coaches throughout 
the Sacramento area has announced that 
it will collect all of the petitions some- 
time this week. 


They will be presented to Otto Butz, 
acting-president of Sacramento State Col- 
lege, after they are collected and tabu- 
lated. Supporters of ihe two coaches 
expect to have approximately 13,000 signa- 
tures in support of the coaches. 


The resolution will now be submitted 
to the statewide Academic Senate. I 
would not become official policy of this 
college unless signed by Acting-P resident 
Butz and authorized by the State College 
trustees. Such authorization is considered 
unlikely. 


In other Senate action Wednesday, a 
resolution deploring the controversy oc- 
casioned by the committee report which 
recommended the re-assignment of 
Coaches Ray Clemons and Jack Heron was 
passed. 


The original draft of the resolution, 
which appeared to be aimed at Butz for 
his role in the public release of the com- 
mittee report, was watered down after 
Butz appeared at the request of the Senate 
and explained the circumstances which he 
said forced him to release the document. 

He said that the public release was

necessitated by information that he re- 
ceived on the morning that the report was 
presented. Butz said that he received 
several phone calls during the morning 
from people who had already learned of 
the contents of the report and therefore 
felt it necessary to make the report pub- 
lic to prevent the spread of rumors. 

The Senate then struck the word ‘‘con- 
fidential’”” from the references to the 
report in the resolution before voting on 
it. The measure promised ‘‘strong action’’ 
if similar controversies occurred in the 
future because of such public knowledge 
of other investigations. 

When asked what ‘‘strong action’’ the 
Senate was capable of taking, and against 
who this action could be aimed, the 
Chairman of the Academic Senate, Pro- 
fessor William Neuman, jokingly sug- 
gested that the Senate could always 
“declare war on Scotland.’’

Some virtues in new 
priorities schedule 


Under the new schedule of registration priorities, freshmen will 
register ahead of sophomores and juniors. This is not going to be 
popular with those students who, having finally reached advanced class 
standing, now find themselves virtually back where they started. 

But there are some virtues in the new system, despite the fact that 
it penalizes some students now in Sacramento State College. 

The reasoning behind the new system is fairly simple, Senicr- *-* 
other upper-division students are eligible totake, and equally as impor- 
tant, competent to take, courses that freshmen are not. 

The freshman that enters registration and finds most of the courses 
closes therefore, has less options available to him, than the student who 
has completed more college work, 

The reason that the upper division student does not take more upper 
division courses, thereby leaving the ‘‘freshman’’ type of course open 
to the entering student is that when the upper division student was a 
freshman he was unable to enter those courses, They were closed by 
the time that he registered. 

Hopefully, by allowing the freshmen to register first, this cycle can 
be broken, By the time that this year’s group of freshmen are seniors, 
they should no longer need the priority registration because they will 
have completed their requirements. 

Having completed those requirements, the upper division student will 
be free to pick from the courses thatare still open, instead of having to 
take courses that he should have taken as a freshman, classes that he 
had no opportunity to take under the present system. 

That, at least, is the theory. Whether it will work in practice is 
another question. Unfortunately, it appears that the only way to find 
out if the new system of registration priorities will help to solve the 
problems posed by the closed course is to implement the new system 
and await the results. 

If it works, then the sacrifice that the sophomores and juniors at 
SSC will have to make during the coming registration period will be a 
worthwhile one.

Stu- 
dents are the most important 
instructors in the college. No 
matter how brilliant the lectures 
or how good the facilities, most 
students would fail if they did not

teach themselves to study outside 
the classroom, and it should be 
conceded that most of them would 
pass if they studied arduously and 
received only assignments from 
their professors. It would seem 
that a concern for the improve- 
ment of college instruction would 
lead us first to examine the 
methods of studying. That the 
student is seldom thought of as 
an instructor, in the truest sense 
of the word, is really the most 
startling indictment of our pre- 
valent educational! philosophy. 
When we see the student as what 
he is — the primary tool of 
educational methodology — the 
problem of establishing effective 
study habits takes priority over 
al! others faced by a college.” 

If the above statement is true, 
we can begin to understand the 
impotence of our professors to 
teach us a subject or to define 
its relevance to our myriad per- 
sonalities, goals, needs, and his-

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Organizational leadership class 
offered during spring semester 


Leadership styles, methods of 
influence, motivation and commun- 
ication within a group will be some 
of the many subjects covered in 
Business Administration 196, Sem- 
inar in Organizational Leadership, 
to be offered for the first time 
during the Spring 1970 semester, 

The class, under the sponsor- 
ship of the School of Business Ad- 
ministration and the Activities 
Office, wil! utilize a team teaching 
approach in order to make the class 
as beneficial as possible for stu- 
dents enrolled. The staff will in- 
clude people ali experienced inthe 
field of teaching human relations 
courses — Peg Mc Koane (psychol- 
ogy), Irv Herman and John Wil- 
son (business), and Baxter Geeting 
(speech), 

A basic tenet of teaching that 
these four hold in common is that 
learning is as experimental as it 
is theoretical and conceptual, 
Learning by experience implies 
not only ‘‘doing’’ but also asses- 


sing the process of ‘‘doing’’ and 
evaluating your self in that process, 

The course has been desigried in 
such a manner that evaluation will 
play a major part. The first third 
of the three hour sessions will be 
spent on conceptual discussion, 
with the remaining two hours in a 
lab situation representing problem 
situations. The first two sessions 
of class will be two six hour 
meetings on the first weekend of 
classes which will allow the class 
to end four weeks before the end of 
the semester, These two sessions 
will be concerned with taking a 
jook at individuals, their leader- 
ship styles and influence, The 
course will then move into the 
general area of communication and 
what happens within a group. 

Tom Griffith, Activities Advi- 
sor and one of the co-ordinators 
of the course, stated: ‘‘This will 
probably be the most valuable 
part of the course where you'll 
be able to use a task group in 


class to take 2 look at problems 
and discuss methods you use, How 
to motivate group members and 
alternatives to try out will also 
be covered, Then students will 
take these suggestions to their 
group and come back and assess 
them — did they work, what more 
can be done, and the like.’’ Grif- 
fith also emphasized that the class 
is not a sensitivity training group. 


Particulars of the course are: 3 
units of 196 credit (possibly 296 
credit for grads), pass-fail grad- 
ing, a prerequisite that possible 
enrollees be ina position of leader- 
ship (loosely defined), some read- 
ind will be required, attendance is 
expected, class size limited to 26, 
class meets 1-4 p.m. Mondays. 

Griffith stressed that pernis- 
sion of the instructor is required, 
Prospective students should stop 
by the Activities Office, Adm, 272, 
and see either PegMcKoane or Tom 
Griffith before registration,

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College recruiting off to slow start 


It appears that predictions are 
coming true — the 1969-70 college 
recruiting season is off to a slow 
start, according to Dr, Willis 
Black, placement director at Sac- 
ramento State College, one of 141 
representative colleges and uni- 
versities participating in the Col- 
lege Placement Council’s Salary 
Survey. 

Early data compiled by the 
Council indicate that there is a sub- 
stantially smaller number of offers 
as well as a slowing up in the rate 
of increase in dollar value of be- 
ginning salary offers to college 
seniors, The material has just 
been published in the Council's 
first of three Salary Survey re- 
ports for the year, covering actual 
offers being made to maie students 
at all degree levels. 


The Council, headquartered in 
Bethlehem, Pa., is the non-profit 
national service organization for 
the college placement and recruit- 
ment field, serving approximately 
1,300 colleges and 2,100 employers. 


In sharp contrast with the com- 
parable period last year, the over- 
all volume at the bachelor’s level 
has dropped 20 per cent — most 
of the decline experienced in the 
technical areas, Thus far students 
majoring in technical disciplines 
have received 28 per cent fewer 
offers than at the same point last 
year. This is an even greater 
drop than the 26 per cent decline 
of two years ago, when college

recruiting also got off to a slow 
start. 

On the other hand, the number 
of offers to non-technical candi- 
dates is virtually the same as last 
year, Nevertheless, this status 
quo may be considered somewhat 
significant since last January there 
had been a }4 per cent increase 
over the previous year. 

In average dollar value of 
offers, there also has beena slow~ 
down, The averages have con- 
tinued to go up, out at a slower 
rate than in recent years. The 
non-technical curricula, over-all, 
have gone up 4.9 per cent from an 
average of $711 a month at the end 
of last season to $746, largely 
because of the continued rapid 
gains of accounting majors. The 
average for technical disciplines 
is up 3.3 per cent fom $819 in 
June to $846. Last January the 
percentage increases were 5.3 per 
cent for non-technical and 4.3 per 
cent for technical, compared with 
the previous year-end. 

At the advanced-degree level, 
the trend toward fewer offers is 
carried over in one case but coun- 
tered in another. In the case of 
master’ s-degree candidates, there 
has been a decrease of 24 per 
cent, com ared with last January. 

The vlume for Ph.D, candi- 
dates is an enigma. Most obser- 
vers had anticipated that, of all 
college recruiting, the sharpest 
cutbacks would be at the doctoral 
level. In actuality, however, there

has been an increase in offers of 
21 per cent over last January, 
according to reports submitted 
to CPC, 

At the bachelor’s level, public 
utilities have been the most active 
in making offer s, followed by public 
accounting firms, The aerospace 
industry, which traditionally ac- 
counts for the largest share of 
volume in Salary Survey reports, 
has dropped to third place, Petro- 
leum has moved up from seventh 
to fourth, while the electronics 
group has dropped from third to 
eighth. 

By curriculum, accounting is 
continuing its strong position of 
the last two years, during which 
an increase of 19.5 per cent has 
been experienced, This year there 
has been a gain of 7.2 per cent, by 
far the largest percentage increase 
at the bachelor’s level, Engin- 
eering disciplines, which, for @ 
considerable number of years, had 
led in percentage gains, as wellas 
in actual dollars have dropped off 
slightly. Five of the seven en- 
gineering disciplines show in- 
creases ranging between 3.2 per 
cent and 3.9 per cent. Mechanical 
disciplines ranged from 4.0 per 
cent to 4.9 per cent, Chemical 
engineering majors are still com- 
manding the highest average start- 
ing salary.

the less politically radical N,O.W,, 
the Nationa! Organization for Wo- 
men,

Also, in Boston, Abby Rocke- 
feller, daughter of David Rocke- 
feller, chairman of the Chase 
Manhatten Bank has organized her 
own group known as the FLM or 
Female Liberation Movement. The 
FLM teaches its members Tae 
Kwon Do, the Korean form of 
karate, and teaches the liberated 
woman that her hands are knives, 
her feet are swords and her body 
is a weapon. She is a revolution! 


In New York, the sister group 
W.LT.C.H, pickets the Chase Man- 
hatten Bank and even hexed it 
once, chanting ‘‘You have a fiend 
at Chase Manhatten.”’ 


guerrilla theatre in the Playboy 
Clubs, some change their names 
like Betty Warrior or Nancy Mann 
and others cast off the male names 
of their fathers and husbands for 
their first and middle names. 


The more organized groups hold 
workshops and have seminars with 
such titles as ‘‘God, Flag, Apple 
Pie and Mom,”’ or ‘‘Advertising 
and the Media as Oppressors of 
Females,”’ or ‘‘Liberation of Wel- 
fare Mothers’’. 


Their protest is ‘‘Sexism’’ or 
male supremacy, pure and simple. 
Only the movement itself is not 
so simple, The goals of the wo- 
men involved run the gamut from 
those just wanting the same 
salary as men to those who would 
rid the earth of all men except for 
a few in man preserves or 2008, 
Most are repelled, however, by 2 
society that glorifies domesticity, 
the child-woman, the servant wo- 


man, the sexually submissive wo- 
man and the one who thinks she 
has come a ‘‘long way.’’ 


Owning a woman 


‘‘Woman are brought up and 
taught to be passive, submissive 
and to do what they are told all 
their lives. Marriage is an op- 
pressive institution based on own- 
ing a woman to set up lines of 
heirs to perpetuate property.”’ 

According to Tina, ‘‘Women 
must be made consciously aware, 
shown how to play a meaningful 
role and must realize that this 
movement is personally pertinent 
to every one of them.” 

Early in the semester the 
sprouting Womens’ Liberation 
Movement at SSC attempted to 
acquire some statistics on campus 
by polling female faculty members. 
The results were ‘‘Indetermin- 
able” but the group reportedly 
found support from women pro- 
fessors willing to teach Womens’ 
Swdies courses and women admin- 
istrators willing to consider the 


program. 
The movement at SSC 


This semester the Movement 
has come all the way to Sacra- 
mento State College. Tina Saed, 
an SSC senior and English major, 
who isatransfer student from Ray- 
mond College, last October initia- 
ted activities which she hopes will 
eventually put a Womens’ Studies 
Program, a child care center and 
more female professors on this 
campus, 

Miss Saed, who is the ASSSC 
Senator from the Education De- 
partment that nominated, voted for 
and elected her self to that position, 
says that women on this campus 
react passively in classrooms, and 
are being intimidated by male fac- 
ulty and male students. 

At present, the SSC Womens’ 
Movement is in the ‘‘grass roots 
stage’ but Saed says that she and 
her thirty-five followers (including 
one male) will launch a major 
campus campaign based on local 
issues next semester. 

“I won't say this campus is 
reactionary,’’ she said, ’’but it’s 
definitely a throwback as far as 
women are concerned.’’

According to Miss Saed, she has 
presented her stand to such bi- 
sexual organizations as SDS but 
even among radicals, male chau- 
vanism exists. Among her per- 
sonal stands on the issues is the 
belief that judo and karate should 


be required subjects for females 
in high school, She has further 
stated that although she opposes the 
draft, as long as it does exist 
she feels that women should be 
drafted too, 

But as militant woman leaders 
goes, Tina Saed is still quite mild. 
She still wears dresses, for in- 
stance, because she says clothes 
are just ‘‘costumes’’ and don’t 
‘‘make that much differenco’’, She 
says she enjoys male company, but 
that she ‘‘will not succumb to a 
woman’ s image.’’ 

An ‘‘Abby the Rock’’ she is not 
but as Tina Saed tells it, there’s 
still a long, long way to come at 
Sacramento State, Liberated Lady.

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Lambert Dolphin to speak 
on drugs and Christianity 


Lambert Dolphin, Jr., a re- 
search physicist in the field of 
ionospheric and space physics will 
express his views on ‘Drugs and 
Christianity,’’ at 8 p.m., Friday, 
Jan. 16, in Draper Hall.

Most of the signatures were 
collected in the Los Angeles area. 

Eight per cent of the total vote 
cast for governor in 1966, or 
520,276 valid signatures of regis- 
tered voters, are needed to place 
the initiative on the ballot. 

If the proposed constitutional 
amendment passes, the state would 
then provide 50 per cent of local 
school support and assure local 
property tax relief, Also, addi- 
tional financing from state sources 
will be increased $1,13 billion for 
fiscal 1970-71 and will increase 
each year, 

The CTA lists these key points 
in its proposal: 

The homeowner’s property tax 
exemption would be increased from 
$750 to $1,000 for anestimated $60 
million in savings to the state’s 
property owners, For a $20,000 
home assessed at $5,000, the CTA

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says the savings would be $65 per 
year at a $10 tax rate, 

The county’s responsibility for 
financing welfare programs would 
be limited to 10 per cent, 

The 1953 concept of 50-50 state 
and local support of public schools 
will be restored, increasing the 
state school investment by $500 to 
$550 million the first year. 


Continued yearly increases of 
$100 to $150 million in state sup- 
port will be provided with a min- 
imum guaranteed state support to 
all school districts of at least 
$1,000 per classroom regard- 
less of the district’s wealth. 

How the state will raise the ad- 
ditional money will apparently be 
left up to the state legisiature.

for action on multiple sclerosis

To his students, Professor 
James R. Briggs’ classes are a 
high point in a sometimes mundane 
day of lectures. His students con- 
sider him enthusiastic, fresh with 
ideas, with a quick, lively humor 
that fills each class session. 

Professor Briggs is also avic- 
tim of Multiple Sclerosis, an often 
crippling disorder of the cent ral 
nervous system. 

It was while studying Neurology 
at the University of Oregon’s Med- 
ical school, where he had been top 
man in his class for two years, 
that Professor Briggs contracted 
the disease. At the same time he 
suffered the loss of two loved ones. 

He returned home to Folsom 
where he had been brought up and 
recuperated for several months. 
He then went to the University of 
California at Davis where he stud- 
ied under Dr. Cupps for seven 
years. He worked in Phy siological 
research and published several 
journal articles. He became well 
known for his work at the uni- 
versity. 

The strain and workload took 
its toll and again he returned to 
Folsom to recoup his strength. 

In 1966 Briggs was offered a job 
at SSC as a part-time instructor in 
physiology and researcher with the 
Kaiser Foundation working on the 
dog heart-lung-by-pass experi- 
ments being conducted in the bio- 
science lab.

Every semester his students 
acclaim his interest in them, He 
is always willing to give special 
tutorial help to students with prob- 
lem areas in study. 

In Professor Briggs’ case, the 
disease is being controlled by a 
low cholesterol diet developed for 
MS patients by Dr. Swak of the 
University of Oregon Medical 
School. While the disease is 
controlled there are times when 
speech or sight is impaired and 
he cannot work. 

Multiple Sclerosis affects the 
nerves and their impulses, The 
disease eats through the coating of 
myelin around each nerve causing 
impulses to be misdirected, MS 
does not affect the thought pro- 
cesses but often it will reduce the 
motor nerves to nothing. 

MS cannot be cured at this time 
and because it affects only those in 
the 20 to 45 year old group it 
cannot use children in its adver- 
tising campaigns to raise funds to 
fight the disease, 

Dr. Salk, inventor of the first 
vaccine to prevent polio is sure 
that he is only a step away from a 
cure but he cannot raise the nec- 
essary money for more research. 
The many disease prevention char- 
ities do not give much money to 
help fight MS as they are primaril 
interested in the diseases of chil- 
dren. 

Advertising also is difficult be- 
cause people do not seem to want 
to know about the problems of 
“sick people’’ and are not even 


aware ofthe dangers until it strikes 
their loved ones. 

Sandra Stewart, a biclogical 
sciences student, is conducting a 
drive on campus to try and raise 
more money for MS research. She

result,”’ 

Miss Stewart feels that if we 
could convince the campus organi- 
zations to pledge a percentage of 
their profits from Greek Week or 
something there would be a great 
start in raising money. 

After canvassing the Sacra- 
mento area on a one man drive 
she h found that people, when 
they are shown what MS is, will 
give but the problem is to get them 
to listen. She hopes that the school 
can start a drive which will mush- 
room into the whole community and 
finally end this dread disease.

faces fund shortage 


A hold has been placed on the 
records of all students who have 
been delinquent in making pay- 
ments on their short-term loans 
from the Student Aid Center. Un- 
less these students stop by the 
Center and discuss their problem 
with one of the counselors, they 
will not be able to register for 
the spring semester. 


“We are experiencing a real 
problem in obtaining repayment on 
the money we have loaned — osten- 
sibly on a short term basis — over 
the past several years,” explained

Semester 
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Dr. Sidney Inglis, head of the Stu- 
dent Aid Center, ‘‘To date there 
is about $35,000 in emergency 
short-term loans which are delin- 
quent for some time.”’ 


In addition there is over $20,000 
out in loan and not yet due to be 
repaid by some student borrowers. 
This leaves a very small amount 
available for students for the rest 
of the 1969-70 period. There is 
deep concern about the shortage 
of funds remaining in the Emer- 
gency Student Loan Account, ac- 
cording to Dr, Inglis. 

Inglis explained that unless a 
large number of students are able 
and willing to repay their present 
loans, other students may be denied 
emergency loans because oi lack 
of funds available to the Student 
Aid Center, 

Inglis ecncluded by saying that 
the staff, ‘‘is doing their best to 
contact students and ex-students 
who have delinquent loans, urging 
them to help build up the loan 
fund so that other students may be 
assisted financially in the spring.
